Emil Lainio, Who Was Shot While 


a Member of Sheriff's Posse, 


to Have First Levy on 


Property of Kruegers 


The verdict of tho jury in the Krue- 


ger case, tried in circuit court for Por- 
tage county last December, was ap- 
proved in its entirety hy Judge Byron 
B. Park in a decision handed down on 
Friday. The court ordered judgment 
for the plaintiff, Emil Lainio, against 
all three defendants, Caroline Kriif- 
ger and her two sons. Frank and Leslie 
Krueger. 


The judgment to which the jury 


found the plaintiff entitled is $C,Oir>.r,6. 
of which $5,01.1.50 represents compen- 
satory damages as a result of injuries 
sustained by Lainio when he was shot 
while a member of a United Stares 
marshal's posse attempting |<> arrest 
the Krueger brothers as draft evaders 
and punitory damages of $1.000. The 
jury also held that the Krueger broth- 
ers, four in number, conspired to force- 
fully resist arrest, that rhey were re- 
sponsible for the shootinsr of Lainio 
and that Mrs. Caroline Kniewr. the 
inother. was a party to the con'spi.-aev. 
The act km was brought aiming Mr< 
Krueger and Frank. Leslie. Louis and 
Emiis Krueger, but was dismissed as to 
Kunis Krueger, who met death while j 
resisting arrest, and Louis, who is an 
alleged fugitive from justice. 


Claims No Conspiracy 


In the arimments on the jury verdict 


•Tolui AV. Reynolds of Green Bay. at- 
torney for the plaintiff, contended (hat 
the evidence presented at HIP jrj f l] of 
the case did not show thai a conspir- 
acy ex-istt-d among the Krueger broth- 
ers to forcefully resist, arrest nnd that 
if one did exist Mrs. Krueger was 
no party to It. 
TTis principal argu- 


ment was on the connection of Mrs. 
Kruejrer with the alleged conspiracy! 
end the court, in its decision, admit- 
ted that "I have 
ha<l 
considerable 


flonbt what my duty was in regard to 
this second rpiestion." 


Mrs. 
Krueger's Connexion 


T>!scussing this question, the court 
sfiid: 


"The fact that Mrs. Krueger was 


present nt the time of the shooting is 
not evidence against her. She wa;; at 
home, where she had a right to he. 
And moreover it was her duty to be 
there. 
X^ithor is; it evidence tmainst 


her that she afforded lodiriu:: and food 
in her home to any of her sous who 
were fugitives from justice. She was 
not asked where Leslie and 
Louis 


were, and gave no false information 
as to their whereabouts. 


No Positive Evidence 


"There is no positive evidence that 


(hiring the day of ihe shooting. Sen- 
temher 14, (tniR), up to the time she 
put np the white flair, that she took 
ariy part in the resistance her sons 
were making. There is no evidence 
that she by word or act encouraged 
them, or by signs or motions directed 
fh"m or indicated to thorn where to 
aim.

Incriminating Evidence

in Washington on Friday, Was 


Picturesque Figure in

American History 


Washington, February 21—Kear Ad- 


miral Itohert E. Perry, discoverer of 
the north pole, whose death occurred 
at hi.s home in this city Friday, had 
been a sufferer f ruin pi-i nicious anemia 
for nearly two years. 
A few weeks 


ago he underwent an oiwation for 
blood transfusion, but this failed to 
relieve him. 


Admiral Peary was born in Cresson. 


Pa., May G. 1S.1C, the sou of Charles 
and Mary Peary. 


Since his triumphal return from bis 


arctic expedition and the subsequent 
controversy over the discovery of the 
North pole. Admiral 1'o.iry lias not 
wn in the best of health. 
Admiral Peary was- one of the most 


limiresque figures in Ameiican his- 
ory. 


First Expedition Made in 1885. 


Admiral Peary's first arctic expedi- 


ion was in 3SS.~>. when he went' far 
ito Greenland, and in ISlU he headed 


another expedition of arctic explor- 
ers. He made continued and repeated 
efforts to reach the Xorth pole during 
the following years, bur it was not un- 
til April.. 1009. when he led a .small 
expedition to success. The final dis- 
covery of the X'orth p-)'e was the re- 
suit of a five-day dash under most try- 
ing circumstances, but it carried Ad- 
miral Peary and the American ilag 
to and beyond the Xorth pole.

Helped Develop Aviation. 


During recent years- Admiral Peary 


lias devoted much of his time to rhe 
development of aviation. He has been 
one of the most enthusiastic workers 
for the commercial •Development of tbe 
airplane, and during the earh day* 
of the \var lie -was behind a movement 
w-bkh gave much impetus to the cre- 
ation of a large aviation forte for tbe 
army and the navy.

Peary, with his record of se%-en suc- 


cessful trips to the arctic, bis

held Hie commanding position in the 
controversy. 
But it was only after 


tbe scientific bodies one by one had 
sifted the evidence and pronounced 
Cook's claims unfounded that Peary's 
title as discoverer of the pole was 
really won. 


The bitterness of this episode is 


only one item in the price which Peary 
paid for tlie immortal fame that is 
now acknowledged to be his. lie spent 
practically all he had in money, gave 
all that was in him of hard work, 
and suffered all that the human frame 
could endure from hunger, cold nnd 
disappointment. 
He made eight jour-
